Let the position be sunny and not over- 
crowded with’ coarse. ‘growing shrubby 
things, and then, granting bed or border 
is in merely ordinary garden soil, give 
each bush a spadeful of manure, well 
worked in the site for each; spread out 
the roots and plant firmly, with a stake 
if necessary to prevent wobbling, and if 
the bush has unduly long young growths 
shorten them back by one-third now as 
a preliminary to hard pruning back in 
March. Varieties. of course, count, but 
such as Madame Herriot, Betty Up- 
richard, Shot Silk, General Me Arthur, 
and Ophelia, a 'good selection for a 
limited lot, we have no fear of failure 
if watched for their enemy, green fly, 
when growing, and timely rescued, For 
a limited lot the amateur, apart from 
thase mentioned, will wisely restrict his 
varieties to the — perpetual - flowering 
Hybrid Teas, which, wnder «conditions 
named, are still growing and blowing 
merrily away.

THE ACTION AGAINST THE 


“ IRISH STATESMAN.” 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 

In the case of Seamus Clandillon, Director 
of the Dublin Broadcasting Station, and his 
wife, Maighread Ni Annagain, against Donal 
J. O'Sullivan, Clerk of the Senate; G. W. 
Russell, editor of the Jrish Statesman, and 
the Irsh Statesman Publishing Company, 
Ltd., which appeared in the jury list for next 
Monday, and which is an action for alleged 
libel contained in a review of ‘‘ Londuth an 
Chairn,” a collection of Irish folk songs and 
music edited by the plaintiffs, 
Mr. Fitzgerald, K.C., who is appearing for 
the defendants, applied to have the hearing 
put back until the 6th November. He said 
that they had been endeavouring to find out 
from expert witnesses when they could attend 
in Ireland, and had arrived at the date 
mentioned. 
Mr. Justice Hanna said that he was not 
going to fix this or any other case for any 
particular date. 
Mr. Fitzgerald said that this was an action 
for alleged libel in a review of a collection of 
songs and music, and the defence was that 
the review was fair comment. Both sides 
apparently had a large number of expert 
witnesses to say whether it was or not, and 
the defendants had witnesses who were well 
known in literary and musical circles in 
London, and whom they were bringing over 
from England to give evidence in the case. 
_ Mr. Justice Hanna said that he thought 
it was impossible to grant this application. 
People oo gene that their cases could 
not be heard, while the judges were waiting 
to hear them, and the only obstacles were the 
applications made by the Bar to have them 
postponed, This case was in the list last 
term. 
Mr. Fitzgerald said that the case was taken 
out of the list last term because one of the 
defendants was in America.

CONVICTION QUASHED. 


In the case of John Byrne, secretary to the 
Bandon Board of Fishery Conservators, com- 
plainant, and Jeremiah Horgan, of Derry- 
lahan, Dunmanway, Co. Cork, labourer, 
defendant, 
Mr. Binchy (instructed by Messrs. J. H. 
Powell and Son) applied on behalf of the 
defendant to have his client’s conviction in 
the Circuit Cogrt formally quashed, and that 
John Byrne and the Circuit Judge of Cork, 
or either of them, be ordered to pay the 
costs. It appeared that the defendant was 
charged in the District Court at Dunmanway 
with ay My in his possession seven salmon 
during the close season. The District Justice 
dimissed the summons. An appeal was taken 
to the Circuit Court. and Judge Kenny re- 
versed the order of the District Justice, and 
ordered the defendant to pay £16 fine and 
10s. costs, and, in default of payment, to be 
imprisoned for three months, with hard 
labour, A conditional order of certiorari 
auashing this convivtion was made absolute 
. the High Court. No cause was 
shown against the conditional order by either 
Mr. Byrne or the Circuit Judge. The con- 
ditional order went on two grounds—first, 
the want of jurisdiction by the Circuit Judge 
to hear an appeal from the dismissal by the 
District Justice, and, secondly, that the order 
was bad on its face, because it contained no 
provision for apportionment of the fine or 
the persons to whom it should be paid. 
Mr. Gavan Duffy (instructed by Mr. P. J. 
O'Driscoll), who appeared for Mr. Byrne, 
asked that his client should not be directed 
to pay costs. No objection to the jurisdic- 
tion of the Circuit Judge had been made in 
the Circuit Court. 
Mr. Justice O’Byrne said that if the defen- 
dant had raised the question of jurisdiction 
before the Circuit pe a there probably 
would have been an end to the proceedings. 
He did not think that it was a case in which 


he ought to make any order for costs. He 
made an order that the conviction be 
quashed. 

CORK LAND DISPUTE.

ARBITRATOR’S AWARD SET 
ASIDE, 


Judgment was delivered in the case of 
Coffey v. McCarthy, which was an applica- 
tion to set aside an award made by Mr, 
Thomas L. Mullins, T.D. for West Cork, 
upon a dispute between two parties, Denis 
Coffey and Mrs. Hannah Coffey, of Drimo- 
league, County Cork, on the one hand, and 
Charles McCarthy, of Barnahulla, Drimo- 
league, on the other. It appeared that 
McUarthy was the owner of a  — oí fifty 
acres of what was described as mountainy 
land m Barnahulla, West Carberry, having 
purchased this land at a sale by the Land 
Commission, who had to put the premises up 
for sale on account of the failure of Coffey 
to pay the annuities and to discharge a very 
considerable sum of arrears. McCarthy pur- 
chased the property on the 4th August, 1926, 
and the Coffeys were evicted on the 28th of 
the following month. Trouble ensued, and 


in the early part of January, 1928, according 
to an affidavit of Mr. Mullins, that gentle- 
man was appointed arbitrator by the Coffeys 


‘and McCarthy, and awarded to Denis Coffey 
and Hannah Coffey the sum of £400, to be 
paid to them by Charles McCarthy within 
twelve days of the date of the award. Charles 
McCarthy subsequently sought to have set 
aside a conditional order made in the matter, 
ordering that the submission to arbitration 
and the award be received and made a rule 
of Court on several grounds, amongst them 
being that the submission to arbitration was 
entered into by him under duress, and that 
he did not know or approve of its contents ; 
and that prior to the award there was ne 
hearing of the parties to the submission to 
arbitration with reference to the matters 
therein referred to. 

Mr. Justice Hanna, in the course of his 
judgment, said that he was satisfied that 
Mr. Mullins and Mr. Corry, another T.D.. 
who was associated with him in trying to 
settle this dispute, acted undoubtedly for the 
well-being of the district, and _ perfectly 
bona-fide,' to bring about a contented and 


peaceful ccndition in the area. Having 
recited the facts, his lordship said that 
the submission to arbitration was very 


unsatisfactory, incomplete and uncertain. In 
it there were no restrictions on Mr. Mullins’s 
powers to deal with the farm and the ques- 
tions that had arisen between the parties 
in any way he liked. Mr. Mullins should 
have realised that an arbitrator is a judge, 
and, like other judges, is bound, where not ex- 
yressly absolved from so doing, to observe in 
his proceedings the ordinary rule of practice 
for the administration of justice. The disre- 
gard of this fundamental principle oí the ad- 
ministration of justice was vital. 

Having cited a number of authorities on 
the principles of the administration of justice, 


Mr. Justice Hanna said that all 
these ‘matters that he had _referzed 
to had ben disregarded by Mr. 


Mullins, not, he was satisfied, knowingly ; 
but a person who was appointed an arbitrator 
must conform to certain legal rules, and was 
not entitled to decide a matter like a oo 
under a palm tree or a labourer sitting under 
a fence. His lordship was not concerned with 
whether the sum of £400 was fair or not, but 
with the method by which 1t was arrived at and 
the procedure adepted, He must hold that 
the fundamental principles of law had not 
been complied with. was, he added, 
no personal reflection on Mr. Mullins in these 
roceedings, Mr. Mullins em | unaware that 
* had to comply with these legal principles 
in determining this matter. 

Accordingly, his order would be that the 
cause shown against the award would be 
allowed: that the award be set aside, and 
that McCarthy be at liberty within seven 
days, if so advised, to revoke the submission 
by serving notice upon the Coffeys’ solicitor 
in these p ings. He gave no costs.

ARMY AGAIN ATTACKED.

é“ MAIDEN AUNT MENTALITY ” 
OF LABOUR PARTY. 

Resuming the debate on the 
£504,435 for the Army, | : 
Mr. R. BRISCOE (F.F., Dublin) said thai 
the cost of the Army was unjustifiable. It 
worked out at £145 per man. In Great 
Britain the cost. was £102, and in Australia, 
where they had a territorial force, the cost 
was £22 per man. He supported the idea 
of a territorial force. and said that it should 
be open to all classes of the commun.ay. 

Mr. FLINN (F.F., Cork Borough) said that 
the Minister for Agriculture had made a con- 
tribution to the debate, which for frankness, 
courage and importance it would be impos- 
sible to exaggerate, but whether his point 
of view was correct was an entirely differen‘ 
question. If he represented the opinions of 
the Government, it was clear that it was 
acknowledged on all sides that the existing 
Army as at present constituted had not, 
and was not intended to have. any military 
value in the ordinary sense of that word. 
The country was now face to face with the 
fact that an army with aeroplanes and 
armoured cars, and which was developing the 
technique of gas attack, had no military 
purpose whatever. They were told that 1 
was an army “to enable the people of the 
rountry to do-wrong,”’ but it was an army 
to enable the people to do wrong in ore 
direction only. Ihe Minister for Defence had 
(ried te fool the House, but the Minist--r 
for Agricultnre wanld net let him. | 

Mr. O. ESMONDE (Govt., Wexford) said 
that the statement attributed to the Minister 
for Agriculture, if correct, that’ the sole 
object of the Army was to carry out the 
functions of an armed police force, was at 
variance with the stitement of national 
defence policy by every Minister since the 
establishment of the Government.

‘PLANES FOR COAST DEFENCE. 

Referring to the question of coastal defence, 
he advocated the development of an ‘Trish 
seaplane force, which might well be sufficient 
fo substitute for any coastal defence in the 
hands of the British Government at the pre- 
sent. He was glad to see that there was an 
increase from £17,000 to £21,000 in the Vote 
for the Air Force, and hoped that that ser- 
vice would go on developing. Whilst the 
establishment of complete air squadrons was 
not yet possible, he thought that the Minister 
would do well if he bought one specimen of 
each of the more prominent types of modern 
machines, so that the Free State airmen 
might be kept acquainted with the latest 
development in that direction. 

He commended the encouragement given to 
officers of the Army to participate in inter- 
national horse-jumping competitions, and said 
that the practice ought to commend itself 
to the agricultural community. 

Dr. TUBRIDY (F.F., Galway) said that 
the country could not afford the expense of 
sending out on the Continent officers as com- 
mercial travellers. If these officers had been 
told when they were enlisting that they 
would be used as an auxiliary poliee force, 
he believed they would not have accepted 
their commissions. 

Mr. B. MAGUIRE (F.F., 
said that he was of opinion that the Army 
ought to be disbanded, and that the country 
should be left to depend upon a volunteer 
force, which would, when the occasion arose, 
serve as did the National Volunteers. The 
only object, he said, of the existing Army 
was to prevent those young men from keep- 
ing an interest in their country, and from 
giving their services, if required, in the 
interests of the whole nation. 


SNUB FOR MARTIAL MEMBERS. | 

Mr. GOREY (Govt., Carlow-Kilkenny) said 
that the Volunteer basis that had been spoken 
of was, to his mind, nothing to be recom- 
mended to the country. ‘They had had a 
good deal of experience of a volunteer army, 
and it was said that it served its purpose. 
It did, under very favourable conditions, 
which could never obtain in this country 
again.

GAELIC ENTHUSIASTS’ 
INTOLERANCE. 


NO RESPECT FOR THE VIEWS 
OF OTHER PEOPLE. 

The debate on the Legal Practitioners 
(Qualification) Bill, which seeks to ensure 
that future members of the legal profession 
shall have ‘‘a competent knowledge of 
Irish,” was resumed. i 

Dr. WHITE (Government, Waterford), who 
supported the bill, said that the language was 
the sheet-anchor and the hall-mark of their 
nationality. Irish was compulsory for all local 
appointments, and fur years he had impressed 
on the public that if they had not a love for 
the language thev should look on the matter 
from a bread and butter point of view. In 
view of the well-defined attitude of the 
Government and the accepted policy of the 
country, it was nonsense to say that the 
people nad been taken unawares. 

The legal profession was one of the great 
props of the State, and it was vital that they 
should folluw the example of other countries 
and use the national language. He read in 
the daily Press recently that the In- 
corporated Law Society had a debate on the 
Jrish language, and at that meeting the Irish 
language was turned down. He took it that 
that was one of the factors that influenced 
Deputy Conlan in introducing this bill. The 
Government of the day would be lacking in 
its duty if it did not use some judicious force 
to make the legal profession study the lan- 
guage of the country. :; 

Dr. TUBRIDY (F.F., Galway) said that 
the bill did not geo far enough, and that 
other bills of a similar nature might be in- 
troduced in the Dail. The opposition was 
the same kind that was always advanced 
against the Irish language and the Irish Ire- 
land movement. Deputy J. J. Byrne seemed 
to think that he spoke for the Benchers. He 
wondered if he had their authority ta speak 
for them. It was time that even Trinitv 
College realised that the language had come 
to stay, and that they were determined to 
restore it to its proper position, 

INTOLERANCE. 

Mr. MATTHEWS (Govt., Meath) said he 
opposed the bill because it savoured too much 
of compulsion, and because it was likely to 
alienate a large section of the community. 
They heard a lot about the “old ascendancy 
gang,’ and people seemed to forget that 
many «f the people so designated were 
highly educated people and large tax-payers. 

The time was come when Irishmen should 
respect the other fellow s point of view, and 
they should be done with sneers and threats 
contained in such phrases as “ they will have 
to toe the line,”’ “the handwriting is on the 
wall,” ete. It was urged that Latin and 
other subjects were cumpulsory in the schools, 
hut they were not compulsory by legislation. 
They were made compulsory by the governing 
bodies of the universities, and then the Inter- 
mediate Board made them compulsory for 
secondary schools, because they were the 
stepping-stones to the university. That was a 
very different thing to the compulsion and 
dictation in this bill. 

The compulsion was used without consult- 
ing the Benchers of the King’s Inns. and the 
Ineorporated Law Society. If those bodies 
had made Irish compulsory, he would have no 
wbjection, because they were the bodies re- 
ponsibie for the training of our legal students, 
end they should not be interfered with. He 
believed that even if the standard of this ex- 
ainination was very high, it would not do the 

uguage any good, and # might entail ‘hard- 
ship on a good many aspirants to the legal 
profession. 

Mr. FitzGERALD-KENNEY, Minister for 
Justice, said that the bill, to a certain ex- 
tent, started a new principle, in that it made 
Irish compulsory for persons who had re- 
ceived no Government money in the course 
of their education, who were not seeking 
Government employment, and who were not 
paid out of public funds. He believed that 
the development and revival of the Irish 
language was a matter of first importance, 
and the only question which had been 
raised in the Dail was one of procedure, He 
had come to the conclusion that the bill 
would make for the advancement of the 
Irish language, and for that reason he would 
support it; but he thought that it should be 
amended, | 

SUGGESTED AMENDMENTS. 

He suggested that the bill should be 
amended to say that nobedy should be 
called to the Irish Bar by the Chief Justice 
unless he had a competent knowledge of the 
Trish language. He thought that "was what 
the House wanted—that the language of the 
courts should be carried on in Irish, The bill 
as it stood would preclude students who 
wished to study at the King’s Inns, but who 
did not intend to practise in this country, 
from going there; and that might be a very 
serious thing. 

A very large percentage of the 
students came from other countries, and did 
not intend to practise here, and, in addition, 
there were many Irishmen who, having tried 
and failed to get practice here, went to other 
countries, where they rose to the top of the 
profession. 

It should be possible for men who in- 
tended to practise outside this country to 
be admitted as barristers. At the present 
time a student ‘could get the degree of 
barrister-at-law without having a competent 
knowledge of either English or Irish. The 
Benchers had nothing to do with language, 
though it was true of course that a know- 
ledge of Latin was essential, as their law 
was mainly based on, the Old Roman Law 
and there were many maxims in common use. 

He believed that this bill would do good, 
and that it would tend to get the driving- 
power of two great professions behind the 
movement for the revival of the Irish lan- 


uage. 
: Mr. M. CLEARY (F.F., Mayo, N.), sup- 
porting the bill, said that if steps were not

taken immediately to preserve the Irish

could speak the language to doctors, lawyers, 
or members of any other profession. He 
thought that the example set by the Educa- 
tion Department in regard to compelling 
teachers to have a competent knowledge of 
the language ought to be followed in the case 
of law students and others.

Mr. J. W. MONGAN (Government, Galway) 
said that the people of Ireland had been 
robbed of their native language In the past 
by English methods and influences, and that 
now the time had arrived when determined 
steps should be taken to restore it. i 

Mr. M. O'BBILLY (F.F.. Meath) said 
that evervthing possible should be done to 
promote the study and the use of the Irish 
language. The cultivation of that language 
would have a very impertant bearing on the 
future of the country, both from an intel- 
lectual and a commercial point of view.

Was it to put another brick 
on the troublesome border, or to drive their 
children out of the State across the border oi 
to other countries? They were told by people 
who were supposed to know that it was use- 
Jess for them to oppose the bill: they were 
told that the two big parties were out to see 
which of them could get the most credit fo: 
the bill. It was estimated that the cost of 
the Irish language was something like half a 
million pounds a year. That would pay the 
interest on £10,000,000, and he would like to 
know if the Government would put it straight 
to the country and ask the farmers if they 
would prefer to get a loan at a moderate in 
terest of, say, 25 per cent., or be further 
taxed for the teaching of the Irish language. 

Were they to understand from the deputies 
who spoke so much about housing and un- 
employment that they would prefer tliat the 
money should be spent on the language rather 
than on providing houses and employment ? 

With a knowledge of the English language 
a person could go abroad anywhere and get a 
position, which they could nut get with a 
knowledge of Irish. - Ke

Mr. Richard Muleahy (Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health) delivered an 
important address last night on “' Seboo!l 
Medical Services,” at the Cumann na 
n(saedhea! 5 Parnell Dublin. 
Mr. John Homan presided, was a 
good attendance. 

PERSONAL HYGIENE. 

In the course of his address, Mr. Muleahvy 
said that the organising of school medical 
services must be regarded as fitting the key 
stone in our modern public health machinery. 
It provided public health authorities with aí 


rooms, square, 


and there 


vantage point of enormous value not only for | 


the direct prevention and treatment of disease, 
but for the education of the individual. In 
addition, it would provide a very valuable 
amount of localised statistical material which 
would help very considerably in dealing with 
problems of environment. ‘The modern public 
health movement, which began in the early 
part of the nineteenth century, reached its 


third phase in recent legislation dealing with 
personal hygiene. Its first stage was prin- 
cipally characterised by the development of 
waterworks and sewerage disposal systems; 
its second stage was characterised by more 
effective contro] over contagious diseases. 
The Importance of personal hygiene was, 
however, recognised from the very start. The 
lag in its case was due to the fact that in 


respect of this phase of public health reform, 
more than of any other, popular education 
for the acceptance of its principles was 
quired. School medical inspection was 
troduced in Great Britain in 1907. It 
not until 1919 that the Public Health Medical 
Treatment of Children (Ireland) Act devolved 
this duty on county and county borough 
councils, 
THE SYSTEM IN DUBLIN. 

Describing the system now prevailing in 
Dublin, he stated that the child in the primary 
schools would be subjected to inspection 
three ordinary periods of the school’ liie—at 
entrance, at eight years and on leaving. In 
addition, any ch ld might he specially ex:- 
amined who came under notice for defects. 
The system had been instituted only this year. 
and up to the present, out of a total of 174 
schools, 56 had been examined. ‘There was 
splendid co-operation, in spite of, at times, 
great diflicullies on the part of the school 
authorities. In many ways many satisfactory 
facts had been brought to light by the ex- 
amination. Out of 10,752 children examined 
in Dublin, there were only 42. cases of non- 
pulmonary tuberculosis, 20 cases of definite 
pulmonary tuberculosis, and 18 cases of 
suspected pulmonary tuberculosis, being less 
than 0.8 per cent of the children inspected.

a more direct return than the early diagnosis 
and treatment of children’s ailinents. The 
cost per child was trivial; it purchased an in 
crease of health, happiness and efficiency >of 
the individual, and, therefore, in a wide 
degree to the community at large. It saved 
many from permanent incapacity. 
SCHEMES IN OPERATION. 

A school medical service for Dublin was 
inaugurated at the beginning of the present 
year. The staff consisted of two school 
medical officers, two school nurses and clerical 
assistance. During the period” that had 
elapsed the time of the stafí was entirely oc 
cupied in the preliminary survey 
chiidren. 
children requiring treatment for defects ol 
the throat, ear and nose were referred to 
the Royal Victoria Eye and Ear, or to the 
ceneral clinical hospitals for treatment. 

In Cork City, where a scheme had been in 
operation for four years, the arrangements 
were fully developed: During the year 1927 
the following received treatment :—(L.) At Eve, 
Kar and Throat Hospital and by private prac- 
titioners; (a) Operative treatment, 187 ;(b) re- 
fractions, 499; (c) glasses prescribed, 485 
(II.) At school clinic: Minor ailments, 412 
(11I.) At Dental Hospital and by own dentist, 
1,277. 

In Limerick County 
for the appointment of an Assistant Medical 
Ofhcer of Health, to whom will be assigned the 
duty of school medical mspection, and the ap- 
pointment of a whale-time nurse, have been 
sanctioned. 

Waterford County Borough, alone of the 
county boroughs, had not moved in the 
matter. “In Clonmel a scheme worked by a 
part-time staff was giving satisfaction. 


THE COUNTIES. 

In counties where county medical officers 
of health had been appointed schemes were 
being formulated and officers appointed. In 
Offaly two school medical officers, with the 
assistance of a temporary staff of nurses, had 
begun the preliminary survey of the cluldren. 
Permanent nurses were to be appointed. In 
addition to the county medical officer of 
health, an assistant had heen appointed in 
Kildare at a salary of £600, for school in- 
spection. _ Two nurses and a secretary had 
also been appointed. These officers had 
entered on their duties. 

The Cork staff consisted of one chief school 
medical officer (County M.O.H.). Three 
school medical officers were recommended for 
appointment. Six school nurses were sanc- 
tioned, but the appointments were not yet 
made. In Louth two whole-time nurses would 
be appointed without delay. Meanwhile the 
county medical officer of health would start 
the preliminary survey with the hid of a 
temporary nurse, who was undergoing a 
course of training m Dublin. . 

The Minister, in conclusion, said that they 
had started fairly systematically on this 
work, and already in the case of thousands 
of children in the country defects had been 
remedied at very early stages. They were 
quite satisfied that, although the work had

to and fro must have undermined his 
health. In Dublin he was known as a 
keen sportsman, an enterprising man of 
affairs, and a loyal friend. 

He was intimately connected for many 
years with the late Lord Northcliffe, of 
whom he was a close personal friend, and, 
had he chosen, he might have made a 
fortune in London journalism. He pre- 
ierred to stay in Ireland, however, and it 
was not until his business interests in 
London became so extensive that they had 
to be managed on the spot that he de- 
cided to transfer his home from Dublin. 
It seems only a few weeks ago since I 
atiended the farewell dinner to Sir James 
in the Shelbourne Hotel. I thought that 
he never looked fitter, and the news of his 
death will come as a heavy blow to his 
countless Dublin friends. 

“Jimmie ’’ Perey was a man whose 
humour was entirely free from any trace 
of malice. He could laugh heartily at 
his friends, and, incidentally, at himself 
on occasion ; but his jokes never stung. He 
was a kindly soul, of whom no man could 
say a hard word, and his friends will miss 
him sorely. 


In Defence of Gas. 


I have been taken severely to task by a 
number of correspondents for my innocent 
remark some days ago that “ Dublin must 
be one of the few modern cities which stil] 
retain gas-lamps.’’ Another of the “few,”

must be regarded as modern enough for 
anybody.

| An | Escaped Prisoner. 


I see that my old friend, Mr. Wallace 
Ellison, of Dundee, has been writing a 
book (“ Escapes and Adventures.”’ on. 
Blackwood. 7s. 6d. net). I have a griev- 
ance against Mr. Ellison, which, after an 
interval of some thirteen years, he will 
forgive me now if I ventilate. It was some 
time during the early months of 1915, 
| when he and I became friends in a German 
prison camp. I was attracted to him by 
the remarkable power that he had over 
men and “by the admirable spirit which 
he showed at a time when we were almost 
on the point of starvation. 


Well, one day Ellison informed me that | 


he was anxious to escape. In those days 
we all yearned for liberty, and when I 
heard that Ellison had the same idea as 
myself, I thought that I was as good as 
free; for there was no man I knew whom 
I should have chosen more eagerly as a 
companion in flight. We made infinite 
jlans. Day after day we used to meet on 
the old Ruhlgben grand stand, and, look- 
ing across to the Spandau Julius Tower, 
where all the gold was that had been taken 
from France after the Franco-Prussian 
War, used to discuss how we should get 
out of the camp, and, more important 
even than that, how we should negotiate 
the five hundred odd kilometres to the 
Dutch frontier. 


A Surprise. 


Just as we were beginning to see day- 
light, I woke up one morning and found 
that Ellison had gone. He apparently 
knew that I suspected his intentions, and, 
thinking that I was an indiscreet person— 
as, indeed, I was in those days, being 
twenty-one years of age—he decided that 
the best way to keep my mouth shut was 
by taking me into his confidence and 
making me particeps criminis, while he 
perfected his own plans in secret. I was 
terribly disappointed and terribly angry 
with Ellison at the time, but I see now 
that I should have been a hopeless com- 
panion; for, while he got away—after 
several attempts, it is true—I was collared 
at my one and only shot in 1918, after 
an ignominious adventure which did not 
carry me more than a few kilometres from 
the camp. 


A Remarkable Man. 


Wallace Ellison was an extraordinary 
man. I shall give one example of the 
man’s character which gives a clue to his 
really remarkable personality. We had 
several hundred negroes of all kinds in 
the camp, and Ellison was placed in charge 
of their barrack for a certain period. In 
the beginning of 1915 the Germans de- 
cided that they would win over the negroes 
to their side in order to make their task 
of governing the British Colonies less 
dificult after the war, and to that end 
the Ruhleben authorities began to try to 
ingratiate themselves with “ Black Sam”’ 
and the other ee darkies, most 
of whom were absolutely penniless and 
many of whom were actually hungry. 

One evening the Camp Commandant, 
who really was not a bad fellow, sent for 
the negroes, and informed them that 
henceforward the German Government 
would allow them all five marks a week 
per man as an act of grace. He laid stress 
on the fact that the British Government 
was ignoring them—which, by the way, 
was totally untrue—and the wretched 
darkies. who had the minds of chiidren, 
were delighted with themselves and wit 
the Germans. They got their five marks 
a head, and were looking forward to 
spending it in the canteen on the follow- 
ing morning, when Ellison heard what had 
happened. I remember his coming to me 
in a furious rage against the Camp Com- 
mandant, and vowing that he would 
“larn him.” I, being naturally rather 
timid, advised him to keen his mouth 
shut; but Ellison would not listen to me, 
and immediately called his negroes 
together. 


Personality’s Triumph. 


I never shall forget the way in which 
he spoke to those men. It was a triumph 
of personality. “I believe that the 
Germans are giving you boys money,’ he 
began. “Well, I suppose you are happy 
now. You will be able to buy plenty of 
food and cigarettes to-morrow.”’ ‘There 
was a slight pause. “You know, boys, I 
have no money either,” continued Ellison. 
“T am a Britisher, and, if the Germans 
offered me money, I should tell them to 
keep it. However, you: probably were 
quite right. Good-night boys." 

The next morning every one of those 
negroes, with, I think, about three excep- 
tions, marched up to the Camp Com- 
mandant, and handed him back their five 
shillings. Ellison’s reward was a long 
spell in solitary confinement.

A civil servant tells me that it is 
pathetic to see the dignified officials of 
the old régime trotting along every morn- 
ing towards Government Buildings or 
Dublin Castle.

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| The Duke of Alba s Bible.

His palace in Madrid 
is one of the most 
beautiful in Spain, 
and the family has 
preserved the great 
tradition as patron of 
the arts and litera- 
ture, even in the time of Cervantes, to 
1600. Perhaps, the most interesting thing 
about the famous Bible, which is the Old 
Testament, is that it was written and 
illuminated by a Jew—the Rabbi Mose 
Arrafel de Guadelfazara—and that it was 
passed at the time by the Inquisition. 


Ghe Fruits of the Fields. 


A correspondent who recently tramped 
from Rathfarnham to the Scalp tells me 
that the hedgerows are now laden with 
olackberries, Se and sloes. The black- 
berries were slow in ripening this autumn, 
but there are now large quantities just 
waiting to be picked. The country folk 
will not, however, use them after Hallow- 
e'en. The haws are said to be a sure sign 
of a ““hard winter,” and certainly there is 
every prospect of bad weather, judging by 
the storms of the past week. The sloes 
are still sour, and they usually need a 
touch of frost before they are fit to be 
eaten, even by schoolboys. In England 
rural residents are very keen on gathering 
sloes, from which they make delicious 
home-made sloe-gin. At one time this was 
also a popular beverage in some parts of 
Ireland, but nowadays the people are 
quite content with synthetic sloe-gin. 


‘Pram-Pushing. 


A friend writes:—Your correspondent 
in his reference in the ‘‘ Diary’’ to the 
‘pram ” navigation in congested Dublin 
thoroughfares might have mentioned that 
official memory on this very question in 
Dublin is very defective. 

It is just a little over a decade ago 
since a decision of the late Mr. Daniel 
Mahony, Divisional Metropolitan Mazgis- 
trate, laid down the law in very clear and 
definite terms. It was a leading doctor’s 
nursery maid who, by her disregard for a 
policeman’s warning, brought the matter 
to a legal issue. Twice a week, and some- 
times oftener, it was her custom to wheel 
her infant charge down Grafton street, 
often halting for prolonged intervals. A 
gentle reminder from a policeman, repeated 
on two occasions, was answered by a dis- 
dainful retort, and eventually she found. 
herself summoned for street obstruction. 

Her employer and mistress were furious 
over the prosecution. Mr. Mahony, in his 
genial fashion, treated the offence lightly 
at first, but when he saw, after a second 
summons had been served, that it was 
intended to flout the police, he put down 
his foot with a determination which made 
baby carriages in Grafton street and other 
leading streets very rare sights.

OF CANTERBURY. 


The Archbishop of Canterbury, who was 
accompanied by Mrs. Davidson; was pre- 
sented with the honorary freedom of his own 
Borough of Lambeth at the Lambeth Town 
Hall last night.

Archbishops were liable, like 
other people, to make their mistakes, but he 
could. speak for ninety-five Archbishops who 
had gone before him, that, whatever mistakes 
they had made, they had honestly aimed at, 
go in the main had succeeded in, advancing 
the public good and welfare, and had never 
been guilty of neglect and apathy. 

The presentafion casket was in oak taken 
from the old: gateway at Lambeth Palace, 
built by Cardinal Morton in 1490, and was 
inscribed with the arms of the Archbishop 
and the borough.

SPAIN AS LAWFUL ENEMY.

‘TE story of the recent capture of a 
vessel by Chinese ‘pirates in the Bay 
of Tongking is more reminiscent of the 
old romances of buccaneers written for the 
benefit of the schoolboy than of cold 
reality in the twentieth century. Yet the 
pirates were real enough, as the unfor- 
tunate crew of the Angking found to their 
cost, when forty desperadoes, disguised as 
passengers, suddenly threw off their 
disguise, murdered two officers, one. of 
them British, wounded others, and seized 
the ship. 

In Chinese waters pirates are a menace 
still. The list of outrages committed by 
them during the last few years is long 
enough to prove that; but few ple 
realise how short a time has p since 
trade routes far nearer home were infested 
with these scourges. Little more than a 
hundred years ago the traveller in the 
Mediterranean took his life in his hand, 
and more than one fine gentleman travel- 
ling for pleasure found himself in an 
African dungeon, held to ransom by the 
Bey of Algiers, while his humbler brethren 
were chained to the oars of a pirate galley. 

During the sixteenth century the power 
of the Barbary pirates reached its height. 
Not content with pillaging shipping, they 
ravaged the coasts of France and Italy 
as well. The villagers who had built their 
tiny villages on rocky peaks, perched up 
in the clouds like an eagle’s eyrie, tu pro- 
tect themselves against the Saracens, now 
had to defend those same villages against 
the pirates. There is scarcely one of those 
blue, sunlit bays on the coast of Provence 
where the long pirate galleys have not 
stolen, scarcely one of those precipitous 
paths that have not echoed to the name of 
Allah and of Mahomet, his Prophet. 
Charles V. of Spain, trying to destroy the 
ó nga in 1541, barely escaped with his 
life, and it was left to the French in 1686 
.to attack Algiers and temporarily intimi- 
date its unruly occupants. As late as 
1816 a British fleet, under Lord Exmouth, 
~~ to bombard Algiers in order to check 
he depredations of the pirates. 


RISE OF THE BUCCANEERS. 


Meanwhile, in the Caribbean Sea, the 
dreaded ‘‘ Brethren of the Coast” had 
made the black flag the terror of the West 
Indies and Spanish America. At this 
time Spain was considered the lawful 
enemy of every sailor who sailed westward, 
her ships their lawful spoil. Consequently, 
the beginning of the seventeenth century 
saw the rise of the buccaneers—part sailor, 
part planter and part hunter at first, and 
of every possible nationality—whose main 
object was to despoil Spain. The island 
of Tortuga was their headquarters, and, 
as their power increased, their regard for 
any known law of God or man departed 
altogether. 

Montbars, the Frenchman, was known 
as the “ Exterminator’’; L’Ollinois, who 
captured Maracaibo, is said to have 
executed ninety men with his own hand. 
The most remarkable of all was that 
prince of pirates, the famous Sir Henry 
Morgan, who combined daring with a 
nice taste in strategy. He it was who 
took Panama and sacked it from end to 
end. He it was who, judging his moment 
to a nicety, calmly went over to the side 
of law and order, relentlessly hunted his 
fellow-pirates, and became Deputy- 
Governor of Jamaica. Charles II., pos- 
sibly with his tongue in his cheek, 
knighted his loval subject for his ser- 
vices, and Sir. Henry passed the rest of 
his days as a pillar of the State, as 
respectable a pirate as ever trod the 
earth. 

War between France and England put 
an end to the pact between the French 
and English buccaneers, and their separa- 
tion marked the beginning of their 
decline. The Treaty of Ryswick in 1697 
put an end to all need for the combina- 
tion against Spain. Henceforth the 
pirates of the Caribbean were free-lances 
and the great Buccaneer Confederacy was 
at an end. 


CAPTAIN KIDD. 
The only pirate to compare with 
Morgan was Captain Kidd. Ever since 


the first ships of the East India Company 
crossed the Indian Ocean, laden with 
spoil, that ocean had been the happy 
hunting-ground of pirates from all over 
the world. Not daring to carry their 
booty to England, they took it to New 
York, where they found a ready market 
for their stolen goods. Even the 
Puritans of New England, who would 
have raised their hands in holy horror at 
the idea of stealing anything themselves, 
were quite willing to buy stolen tea and 
silk from Asia if they got it cheap. 

By 1695 things had come to such a 
pass that William III. told his new 
Governor of New York and Massachusetts, 
the Earl of Beltamont, that he must put 
a stop to freebooting in the colonies at 
all cost. Beltamont did his best, and it 
was not his fault that this plans mis- 
carried. At great expense the Adventure 
galley was equipped and put under an 
old and experienced sailor, who had 
sailed the Indian Ocean many times, and 
whose name was most respected in New 
England—Captain Kidd. Kidd gathered 
a crew of volunteers and sailed for Mada- 
gascar in 1697, armed with a commission 
under the Great Seal. 


ON THE WRONG SIDE. 


Alas! Kidd in New York, in the 
presence of the Governor, with the King’s 
commission in his hand, was one person, 
and Kidd patrolling the Indian Ocean to 
protect lonely merchantmen was quite 
another. He had not been long in Mada 
gascar before he began to wonder if he 
had come in on the wrong side. There 
was honour, but no profit, in protecting 
rich East Indiamen. There was less 
danger and more profit in seizing them 
yourself. The temptation was more than 
Kidd could resist, and soon the name of 
Captain Kidd, pirate, resounded through- 
out three continents. 

The Adventure galley captured cargoes 
of silk, cotton, sugar and pepper, until 
the crew grew rich and the captain richer 
still. By now he was pure pirate. He 
burnt houses, massacred peasantry, and 
beat his prisoners with naked cutlasses 
Then, with sublime audacity, he burnt 
his ship, paid off his men and returned 
to New York to live on his ill-gotten 
gains, concocting a cock-and-bull story to 
explain his absence. The Governor, how- 
ever, was not fool enough to believe it. 
Kidd, less astute than Morgan, ended his 
career in prison, and many a poor mer- 
chant sailor was avenged.

THE FREE STATE CENSORSHIP 
BILL. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—During the past few weeks the 
Irish Times has expended a vast amount of 
journalistic energy in an endeavour to 
antagonise the public mind against the 
Censorship Bill. Your paper has shown, by 
a questionable choice of instances, the terrible 
intellectual havoc which the censorship com- 
mittee will be capable of causing. It is no 
part of my intention to interfere with the 
main issues of the discussion. I merely wish 
to point out that at least one of the examples 
which you select for the purpose of 
illustrating your general argument is totally 
misleading. I refer to your mention of the 
Bible. 

You agree that the Government of the 
Free State, in which the power of censor- 
ship will ultimately reside, is essentially a 
Catholic Government. From this fact follows 
the safety of the Bible. The words of the 
Vatican Council leave no doubt as to the 
listinction which must be made between the 
Bible and every other type of book. “ The 
Bible,” it says, “being written ander the 
inspiration of the Holy Ghost, has God for 
its <Author."’ Supplementing this, and 
Jeaving no doubt as to the place of the 
Bible in a Catholic State, Pope Leo XIII., 
in his Encyclical Letter of November 18th, 
1893, declares how ‘the solicitude of the 
Apostolic Office naturally urges, and even 
cumpels, us not only to desire that this 
ms” source of Catholic revelation should 

made safely and abundantly accessible to 
the flock of Jesus Christ, but also not to 
suffer any attempt to defile or corrupt it, 
either on the part of those who openly assault 


the Scriptures, or of those who are led 
astray imto fallacious and imprudent 
novelties.”’ 


I think that I have written enough to 
show that the Bible is quite immune from 
the powers of any censoring committee set 
up by a Catholic country. ‘lo a Catholic 
mind the mere mention of the Bible in such 
discussions savours of the indecent.—Yours, 
etc., MaLcoLM H. Heaty.

HOUSING AND MORALITY, 

TO TIE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—During the debate in the Dail on 
the Housing Bill, 1928, I notice that hoth 
Mr. Lemass and Mr. Anthony maintained 
that bad housing conditions had a worse 
effect upon public morality than evil litera- 
ture. May I be allowed to suggest that 
public morality, apart altogether from the 
sexual side, has laid itself open to severe 
criticism? Why does one see numbers of 
empty houses through the country districts ? 
Because the owners know that, if they allow 
them to be occupied, it will be almost im- 
possible to regain possession. Even under a 
caretaker’s agreement, if the owner requires 
the house for any purpose, he usually has 
to bring the case to Court to get possession, 
thereby incurring legal expenses and delay. 
An Irishman’s word was at one time his 
bond. Now it appears, according to an 
eminent Minister, “ we will call it an “ empty 
formula,’ and push the Bible two feet away. 
The owners of these empty houses would 
much prefer to have them occupied, not only 
for the. good of the house in question, but 
also for the good of the State in general. 
Honour, honesty, decency and civic spirit 
are the chief ingredients of morality. Allow 
the school teachers to implant these essen- 
tials into their pupils. Sexual morality will 
then follow as a matter of course. Unior- 
tunately, under present conditions, school 
teachers hesitate to exercise restraint for 
fear of reprisals by the parents. It is 
_notorious that the peasant parent, with few 
exceptions, seldom if ever exercises parental 
control which is so necessary. If the school 
teacher conscientiously does his, or her, duty 
in this direction, the spoiled child complains 
to its parents, and the latter denounces the 
teacher to the educa@on authorities. Can 
one blame the teachers if they take the line 
of least resistance and allow our Irish children 
to grow =>, ee not the meaning of 
true morality 7—Yours, etc.,

PUPILS’ CONCERT. 


Yesterday afternoon's concert by pupils of 
the Academy held in the Royal Irish Academy 
of Music. Westland row, was well attended. 
People are always eager to judge on these 
cecasions the progress that students are 
making in the respective branches of their 
art.

TRADE MARKS. 


Mr. C. Towers, Secretary, Irish Industrial 
Development Association, writes :'— 

In reference to the question asked in the 
Dail on Wednesday last by Mr. Hennessy, 
T.D., and the reply of the Minister of In- 
dustry and Commerce, regarding the use of 
deceptive names on imported goods, my 
Association has continuously and frequently 
used every effort to stop each offence as it 
arose, and has succeeded in every case where 
the law permitted, and where the law failed 
in such respect has endeavoured to get it 
amended. Unfortunately, “St. Patrick ”’ 
was registered as a trade mark by an English 
firm of millers many years prior to the 
foundation of this Association in 1905. It 
will be remembered that when the Industrial 
Commercial Property (Protection) Act was 
hefore the Senate last vear our President, 
Senator Sir Nugent T. Everard, endeavoured 
to have the Act modified so as to deal with 
“St. Patrick’’ and other similar cases; but 
the Ministry did not see their way to accept 
his suegestions, intimating that such cases 
could be dealt with by the Courts under the 
Merchandise Marks Act, if actual deception 
could he proved. 

With reference to the latter portion of Mr. 
McGilligan’s reply, my Association has 
alwavs urged that imported food products and 
all other imported goods, without exception, 
should have clearly marked upon them the 
country of origin.

Mr. G. F. Croker, Managing Director of 


next witness, and, in answer to Mr. Maguire, 
said that his firm were wholesale and retail

paper, on the ground that it would be a 
severe blow to the trades his firm was en- 


gaged in. His firm dealt with exercise 
hooks and paper Manilla envelopes; tags. 
postcards, playing cards, etc. He agreed 


generally with the evidence given by .Mr. 
Ewan. {ff the tariff was enforced on the 
bocks he referred te—hand-made books—it 
would so increase the cost. that consumers 
would altogether use machine-made books. 

In answer to Dr. Hinchcliffe, the witness 
said that a tariff would, by increasim¢ the 
cost, decrease consumption, and consequently 
it would not be possible to get the extra out- 
put the applicants anticipated. 

HARDSHIP ON CHILDREN. 

To Professor Whelehan, the witness said 
that he was of opinion that it would be a 
hardship on the children and others if a 
tariff were imposed on the cheap exercise 
books. There was only a small margin of 
profit on them.

Mr. Maguire—If the tariff is imposed what 
do you anticipate will be the effect of it? 

Mr. Nolan—i anticipate we would lose the 
(reat Northern portion of it right away. 
That was a material part of the whole. 

Replying to further questions, the witness 
said that 5 did not attach much importance 
to the export trade of the firm as it might be 
affected by a tariff, because they manufac- 
tured in Belfast now. They now got the 
cardboard for railway tickets from Germany. 
| This was a highly specialised imdustry—a 
few makers manufactured for the world. 

Mr. Nolan submitted specimens of ticket 
papers of many colours, and the Chairman 
asked were all these tickets used in the Free 
State. He replied that they were. They 
were used for excursions and ordinary trains. 
“We stock all these,” said Mr. Nolan. 

With regard to pressing paper used for. 
covers of exercise books, Mr. Nolan said that 
if exercise books were, subject to a tariff that 
would help the trade in the Free State, but 
he was not sure that under this application 
they would be subject to tariff. 

The Chairman—I take it that the cover 
would be considered a container in this case, 
and that the exercise book would be duty 
free ? 

Mr. Nolan said that would be very serious 


State. His firm would probably print in Bel- 
fast, where they would get cheaper material. 
DUTY ON RAILWAY TICKETS. 
Dr. Hincheliffe said that if the Great 
Northern Company got the tickets printed in 
Belfast those which were used in the Free 

State would be subject to duty. 

Mr. Nolan said that they would have the 
question of mileage from the boundary. 

Dr. Hinchcliffe thought those used in the 
Free State. would still have to be printed in 
the Free State, and asked did witness think 
the company would split the order. 

Mr. Nolan said he did not know that it 
would pay his firm to accept the split order, 
Mr. A. D. Brewster, of Hely’s, Limited, 
Dublin, in answer to Mr. Maguire, submitted 
samples of white and tinted cardboard, and 
emphasised the serious handicap to business 
that would be caused by the imposition of a 
tariff on them. He did not. know of any mill 
anywhere where they combined the manufac- 
ture of wrapping paper with that of cards or 
white paper. His experience was that where 
the price went up on any article, the demand 
for it fell at once. It was extraordinary, he 
said, what things people could do without 
when it cost them more. (Laughter.) 

In your experience, asked Mr. Maguire, did 
you ever know of any one mall which covered 
all the grades of paper that Clondalkin pro- 
poses to do’—No. I thought they were con- 
fining themselves to wrapping papers. 

Did you buy paper from Clondalkin before 
the war?—Oh, yes. We bought paper from 
them twenty-five years ago. Before the war 
it was only wrappings they made. About 
twenty years ago there was a paper called 
Russian Hemp or Parchment Brown. It was 
a rather good, strong paper, but after a little 
time Clondalkin started to make something 
like a substitute for it, and it was sold as 
an Irish hemp. During the war Mr. Flemin 
was appointed to Clondalkin, and he drop 
the wrapping papers and started on the print- 
ing papers. 
CARRIAGE A HEAVY ITEM. 
His firm, continued witness, had a small ex- 
port trade, he was sorry to say. Carriage 
was a heavy item with them in that respect. 
So far as any of that trade was affected by 
the tariff, it would put them out. 
Professor Whelehan—Are you aware that ail 
— or unprinted cardboard coming im 
ere would be taxed ’—Yes. 
So that anything that would tend to pre- 
vent the free import of manufactures from 
cardboard must ultimately tend to benefit the 
home trade in the manufacture of these 
articles ’—No, because all this stuff is manu- 
factured in large quantities, and thereby it 
is possible to tender at a price they can be 
sold at. It cannot be done in small quanti- 
ties and sold at a price to suit. 
There is, however, an advantage in the 
matter’—I do not see much. So far as I 
know, all that can be done in Ireland is done 
at present. 
Mr. A. J. Walkey. F.S.A.A., gave evidence 
to show that the effect of the tariff on the 
firm of Messrs. Maguire and Paterson, Ltd., 
would be an additional cost for raw material 
of £2,800 per annum, which was equivalent 
to a capital sum of £56,000. That was a 
heavy charge to put on this industry. There 
were 65 persons employed in their box factory. 
That was about one-fifth of the whole 
employés. y 
Mr. H. Cooper, managing director, 
Messrs. Maguire and Paterson, Ltd., said that 
the mill which made cardboard for them in 
Canada gave a special paper of uniform 
quality which they had not been able to get 
Clondalkin could not supply 
the paper required.

was cut off there was no use talking about 
independence, The problem of the North, he 
said, was the central one, not merely for 
the unity of Ireland, but also for the in- 
dependence of Ireland—the removal of British 
control from every sod of the country. If 
Fianna Fail got complete control of the 
twenty-six counties; and if they put into 
effect their programme with respect to the 
building up of their industries; and if they 
made their part of Ireland a place where 
human beings would be giad to live in, then 
the English would find it very hard to keep 
the people in the North, particularly the 
working people, as their tools. If thev 
deliberately allowed themselves to be cut off 
from the rest of Ireland, then they. must 
regard themselves as outlews; and they im 
the South would do their utmost to make 
them feel that they had lost a good deal by 
not being in with them, and that they could 
not have it both ways. 

Their attitude towards them was one of 
fair play, and if they remained tools of Eng- 
land, then the comsequences would be on their 
own heads, and he had pot the slightest doubt 
but that they would ultimately feel ‘it. 
(Applause.) Mr. de Valera said that there 
was no clear-cut way of solving the problem, 
and there was no use of, talking too much 
about it. He was convinced that the surest 
way to its settlement was to pursue the

Mr. Nolan, behalf of the Erskine 
Childers Cumann, moved that the Dail 
members of Fianna Fail be instructed to vote 
against the Censorship Bill in its present 
form. The mover urged that the bill in its 
present form would have the effect of depriv- 
ing the people of knowledge which they 
cought to be able to obtain. — | 

Mr. James Comyn, K.C., said that the bill 
was an excellent one, for it was calculated to 
prevent the dissemination of evil literature 
and evil knowledge.

He believed executive action 
would be needed as well as a Censor Board, 
to act on its own on certain occasions. They 
realised there was: a danger of abuse—for 
instance, that the Minister would not carry 
out his work properly. They could not help 
that. They might get an alternative, but he 
did not believe any alternative would be 
better than the present arrangement.

‘PEOPLE WOULD HAVE TO—." 

Mr. de Valera said that there were tens 
of thousands of people on the verge of 
starvation, and many of these were willing 
and anxious. to work. He felt that it was 
the duty of the State to see that those who 
wanted work should have it. No man who 
was a deserving citizen should be allowed 
to want. (Applause.) More food production 
was needed, and, with regard to flour, Mr. 
de Valera stated that le would have 
to change their tastes. they did not, 
they would have to. He would rather sec 
a fine lady eating good brown bread than 
to see a little child starving for want of it. 
Before they had splendid roads for tourists 
they should have more housing. They could 
feed, clothe, and shelter themselves, and 
should. do that before attempting to deal 
with other. matters.

MR. WALTER G. STRICKLAND.

Mr. Walter G. Strickland, former direc- 
tor of the National Gallery of Ireland, died 
yesterday at his residence, Newtown House, 
Blackrock, County Dublin, aged 78 years. 

Mr. Strickland was the son of Thomas 
Strickland, of the family of Sizergh, in 
Westmoreland. He will be remembered best 
for his '' Dictionary of Irish Artists,” whicn, 
published in 1913, was the result of over 
twenty years’ investigation and research. It 
is a large and important work in a little 
gee field of biography. On January 
1894, he was appointed Registrar of the 
Notional Gallery of lreland, a position which 
he retained until 1914. His services to the 
Gallery during that period were of dis- 
tinguished value, especially on the portra)- 


ture and historical side. e catalogued the 
National Portrait section, bringing to bear 
on the task a wealth of out-of-the-way know- 
ledge of Irish biography. He also compiled 
s catalogue of the pictures in Trinity Col- 
ege. 

After the death of Sir Hugh Lane Mr. 
Strickland beeame Director of the Gallery, a 
post from which he retired in June. 1916. 
He was a Vice-President of the Roval Irish 
Academy, and was for many years honorary

AN ULSTERMAN. 

Although he had been ‘associated with 
the City of Dublin for the greater part 
of his commercial life, Sir James Camp- 
bell Percy was an Ulsterman, having 
been born at Carnmoney, Co. Antrim, on 
the 15th February, 1869. In his youth 
he was a prominent athlete and . foot- 
baller, 
known Northern aniateur team, the 
Cliftonville, Club, he repregented Ireland 
at Association football. His interest in 
athletic sports resulted’ in his giving up 
a commercial career to embark on the 
stormy waters. of sporting journalism, 
and, with little previous experience of 
newspaper production, he founded the 
Ulster Athlete, .a. weekly. journal devoted 
mainly to football and athletics. With 
the growing popularity of the bicycle, 
consequent on the impetus which J. B. 
Dunlop’s application of the pneumatic 
tyre had: given to the cycle industry, a 
considerable portion of the paper’s space 
was given to cycling affaifs, and in time 
its title was changed to the Irish 
Wheelman. SETS 

The transfer of the paper to Dublin in 
1895, when it became a purely cycling 
journal, was the result of Mr. R. J. 
Mecredy’s having started a cycling paper 
in England. The conductors of the 
numerous English cycling papers decided 
that the most effective way of countering 
Mecredy’s opposition was to attack him at 
his base, and they formed a syndicate to 
purchase the Trish Wheelman and publish 
it in Dublin. Percy took up his residence 
in Dublin, and for a period of eight years 
there was the fiercest rivalry between the 
‘Trish Wheelman and the Trish Cyclist. In 
the end, .bowever, -tthe.-two.papers were 
amalgamated under. the proprietorship of 
Mecredy, Percy and Co., Ltd., the com- 
pany also acquiring the Motor News from 
R. J. Meeredy- and .Co., Ltd’, and. the 
Trish Builder and Engineer, an old-estab- 
lished paper which the Irish Wheelman 
Printing and Pablishing *Co., Ltd., had 
purchased after the formation. of that 
company. i 


| The fusion of the interests of Percy and 
Mecredy proved a ‘very happy and 
prosperous one.-: The -erstwhile rivals 


worked in perfect harmony from the time 
of the amalgamation in 1903 until the 
death of Mecredy in 1924. There were 
many who prophesied that they would be 
an ill-assorted pair, but their diverse 
capabilities resulted in the building up of 
one of the most-successful modern news- 
paper enterprises in Treland. 

WAB WORK. 

When the Great War broke out in 1914 
Sir James Percy’s assistance was sought 
by: the recruiting authorities in Ireland 
to rally his countrymen to the ranks of 
the Army. He made good use of his .-at 
abilities as a platfofm speaker, and “for 
the greater part of the first year of the 
war his services were almost exclusively 
at the disposal of the authorities. His 
work was regarded as of such value that 
he was one of the first of. the recruiting 
speakers to be sent to France, and after- 
wards he told the results of his experiences 
in the trenches at recruiting meetings in 
every county in Ireland.- Subsequently 
his help was sought by the Admiralty, 
and he was appointed chief naval 
recruiting officer for Ireland, being given 
the rank of honorary lieutenant in the 
Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve.. In that 
capacity he visited the Grand Fleet, and 
among his most cherished possessions was 
a ‘message from Admiralty Beatty con- 
gratuluting him on the success of his 
recruiting efforts on behalf of the Navy.

A strong sense of humour was always 
a feature of Sir James Percy’s character, 
and he never was afraid to tell a story 
against himself.

“And that is why some of you here 
have, like Shakespeare and Michael 
Angelo, to create masterpieces cn approval 
every jew years. But if your imagination 
be at fanlt as to her lines, if you have 
not imagined the best system for driving 
and fuelling her, if she fails to come up 
to speed and consumption standards, you 
cannot throw her in the waste-paper 
basket. She is there, every foot and ton 
of her, a burden on her shareholders and 
a museum of useful warnings to your 
rivals in the same game. And to come 
into such a game, before a card is drawn, 
costs, I believe, several millions. 


WHAT NERVE IS. 

“Even after experience and science 
have been tried out to the last. it takes 
nerve to break away and back one’s own 
judgment against the world. 

_ “Bat nerve is the cutting-edge of 
imagination, and it happens to be a 
quality which, taking one century with 
another, our country has not altogether 
lacked. Whether we developed it because 
we were forced to use the seas in order 
to live, or whether we had it from the 
first and took the seas on our way, does 
not matter. Nerve, which knows risks 
and faces them, seems to be distributed 
vertically and uniformly, as far down as 
we have been able to mine into the grit 
of the national character.

IRISH LANGUAGF. 


REPLY BY THE REV. MALACHY 
Writing: in reply to the letter of Dr. Hen. 
nessey, which appeared im the Jrish Time: of 
the 24th inst., the Rev. Malachy MacBranain, 
Parish Priest of Kiiglass, Str wh, SRYS: 
“ Critics of the language movement for the 
most part preface their opposition to various 
| Teasures advocated by Gaelic Leaguers by 
stating that they are not opposed to the 
revival of the language, but rather to the 
methods or schemes amounting to moral com- 
puiston to force its revival. Dr. Herinessy 
stands out by himself, and has left even the 
bishops of the Protestant Church, and the 
ex-Unionist members of the Dail, far belind. 
I admit he is entitled to his opinion, but I 
| cannot help thinking that it is very strange 
that he waited so long to give public expres- 
sion to it.” 
Father MacBranain, after having referred 
to Dr. Hennessy’s membership of the Cumann 
na nGaedheal, a plank in w programme 
is the revival of the Irish language, which 
programme he accepted, says :— 
' While appreciating Mr, Martin Conlon’s 
efforts to revive the Yrish language by the 
promotion of the bill, I am of opmitn that 
the Government Party as a whole aré not 
seriously discharging the duties that are 
logically inéumbent on them fellowing from 
the legislation they have enacted on the Irish 
language question. The Government Party, 
to their credit, are responsible for the clause 
in the Constitution which makes Irish, with 
English, the official language of the Dail. 
To their credit they have gone so far as to 
make Irish practically compulsory in the 
primary and secondary schools. But they 
have stopped at that. and although many 
years ago frish was made compalsory for 
matriculation in the National University, it 
is not yet Compulsory for entrance or for 
degrees in Trinity College, and Irish is not 
yel essential to secare positions of emolument 
in the Saorstat which. generally follow & 
snecessfal university. career. The conse- 
qaence 1s that many of our Catholic students 
who do not desire to learn Trish, and who see 
ut present no material advantage im pursuing 
their studies in Irish in the university, have 
gone in ever-increasing numbers to Trinity 
College, and I must say that in ater 
numbers than hitherto graduates of Trinity 
Colleve are being placed all over the country 
—through the Selection Appointments Com- 
mittee—in the best positions m the Saorstat.” 
The letter goes on:—‘‘ To meet Dr. Hen- 
nessy’s statement that not one-tenth of the 
members of the Dail can use ie efficiently 
for ten minutes, I would : that Mr. 
Conlan would. bring in a bill to the effect 
that no person under sixteen years of age 
on the ist Jannary, 1929, be qualified to sit 
as a member of the Dail or Senate—say eight 
years from now—unless he or she possesses 
an efficient knowledge of the language. 
““ Unfortunately, the split in the ranks of 
the Gaels brought us back with a rude shock, 
and I fear that until the Gaels of both large 
parties come together for true national in- 
terests the Trish language will not get its 
rightfal place in the life of the nation.”

DUKE OF MANCHESTER’S 
BANKRUPTCY.

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DISCHARGE SUSPENDED FOR 
THREE YEARS. 

Application was made in the London Bank- 
ruptcy Court yesterday for the discharge of 
Wiliam Angus Drogo Montagu, Duke oí 
Manchester, from an order of adjudication 
made in January, 1916. 

The Official Receiver estimated the total of 
the ranking indebtedness at £129,656, and 
said that the only asset disclosed by the 
cebtor was jewellery which had realised £90. 
The trustee in bankruptcy had, however, re- 
ported that he had received under an agree- 
merit sanctioned by the Committee of In- 
spection, the Zimmerman trustees and the 
Duchess £9,923, and a dividend of Is. in the 
£ had already been paid. An additional 
6d. or 63d. was anticipated. There was a 
previous bankruptcy recorded against the 


— 


oebtor in 1900. His liabilities then 
amounted to £30,170, but that bank- 
ruptey was annulled on payment of 


a composition of 12s. 6d. in the £. Since the 
debtor succeeded to the title in 1892 there 
had been no gurplus from the settled estates, 
and until his mother’s death he received a 
voluntary allowance from, her averaging 
£4,000 a year. In addition, Mr. Zimmerman 
made the Duchess an allowance which varied 
from £5,800 to £18,000 a year. 

After 1909 the Duke was entirely de- 
pendent on a voluntary allowance from the 
trustees of his mother’s will. During the 
same period the debtor had been interested 
in a consumption cure, which he had financed. 
to the amount of £11,000. Since August, 
1915, he had, at intervals, been a director of 
two aeroplane companies and a motor-lorry 
company. He attributed his insolvency mainly 
to his expenses having exceeded his income, 
to the failure in 1913 of one of the American 
trustees, and to heavy interest on loans. 

The Official Receiver opposed the applica- 
tion—among other grounds—on the ground 
that the debtor had brought on or contnbuted 
to his bankruptcy by unjustifiable extrava- 
gance. 

Counsel for the Duke said that his client 
succeeded to the title at an early date, and 
everywhere that he went he was assumed to 


be enormously rich. For a man in such 
circumstances it was, counsel submitted, a 
very difficnit thing to cut down his ex- 
penditure. | 


Mr. Registrar Francke remarked that, al 
though it might be difficult for a man to be 
economical when he was a Duke, he thought, 
at any rate, that he might behave like a 
gentleman. The debtor had run up a num- 
ber of bills of a personal nature, and had 
kept a separate establishment at Gloucester 
Gate. He thought that this was a case of 
most unjustifiable and reckless extravagance, 
and the discharge would be suspended for 


three years.

CITY OF SAARBRUECKEN 6 PER CENT. 

' STERLING LOAN. 

The Governing Commission appointed by 
the Council of the League of Nations has 
sanctioned the loan ef £1,000,000 to the City 
of Saarbruecken. The loan, which is being 
issued by Guinness, Mahon and Co., of 
London, will take the form of 6 per cent. 
twenty-five-year Sterling Bonds, in denomina- 
tions of £100, £500 and £1,000, with coupons 
attached for half-yearly interest, payable Ist 
April and Ist October each year. The 
Bonds, which are redeemable at 101, are 
amply secured as to principal and interest, 
and are free of all Saar taxes, present or 
future. A special feature of the loan is that 
the Bonds cannot be retired before 1953 
except by the operation of the sinking fund. 
The City of Saarbruecken, which received 
its charter in 1321, is the capital of the 
Saar Basin territory, the government of 
which is vested in a Commission appointed 
by the Council of the League of Nations. 
the League of Nations Commission, . which 
alone has the power of levying taxes and 
dues, is ected over by Sir Ernest Wilton, 
K.C.M.G., late Chief Inspector of the Chinese 
Salt Gabelle. The Saar territory has Customs 
union with France, and its currency is in the 
French franc. There was keen demand 
yesterday for the underwriting of®the loan, 
which will be offered at the price of 94 per 
cent.—to yield 65 per cent. The subscription 
list will open on Tuesday, but the prospectus 
will be advertised on Sunday and Monday 
to permit applications from the country to be 
lodged in good time. 


APPEAL AGAINST THE NICKEL 
FUSION, 

A Toronto correspondent of the Financial 
Times cables :—‘‘ It is reported in an excellent 
quarter that the Nickel merger negotiations 
have struck a snag through an appeal by the 
original United States interests to Washing- 
ton to impede the merger on the grounds that 
the passing of control of the property into 
Anglo-Canadian hands will result in the 
creation of a monopoly which it would be 
impossible for a company to obtain under the 
United States incorporation. The terms re- 
ported on Monday gave definite proof that 
control was Anglo-Canadian, and ‘the minority 
holders’ answer was an application to Wash- 
ington. What the United States Government 
can do is doubtful, as both preducers operate 
entirely in Canada, but I am informed that 
the action now taken by the minority holders 
is the final step in the fight.

PRIZE SCHEME IN co. CORK. 


Remarkable yields of milk and butter-fat 
continue to be the outstanding feature of 
the dairy herd. competitions which have been 
Suanoed for. the five years in Connty 
Cork by the firm of Messrs. Beamish and 
Crawford, brewers, Cork, on the initiative 
of the director, Mr. Richard H. Beamish. 

Many herds are well above the 1,000 gallon 
average, while all the winners had average 
yields of over 800 gallons. The average 
yield of all the dairy cows is the Free State 
is not more than 

In the competition for the McKenzie Cup 
two cows gave a yield of over 1,600 gallons 
each in forty-five weeks ; ó cows yielded over 
1,400 gallons each in that period, while 6 
cows did well over 1,300 gallons each. 

In the O'Callaghan Cup competition two 
heifers yielded over 900 gallons, with a: 
mnh"g test of 4 per cent. butter-fat in a 
first lactation period of forty-five weeks, 
while several heifers did well over 800 zai- 
lons. These heifers were the progeny of 
registered cows and dairy bulls. 

In the course of his report, Mr. P. O‘Duffy 
stated :—‘‘ With few excevtions, the herds 
were excellent, and showed that both breedd- 
ing and feeding are being attended to with 
the desired results. Housing is stil] defec- 
tive in the majority of cases. More air, 
space and light, as well as better flooring, 
are desirable in all but a few of the byres 
shown.’ 

Mr. Beamish is contemplating an ambitions 
scheme for next year to encourage farmers 
to keep their cowsheds in a clean, healthy 
condition.
